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THE PREFACE. 


FT hath been the Wiſdom of the Church of 

England, ever ſince the firſt compiling of 
Her Publick Liturgy, to keep the Mean between 
the two Extremes, of too much Stiffneſs in re- 
fuſing, and of too much Eaſineſs in admitting 
any Variation from it. For, as on the one Side 
commen Experience ſheweth, that where a 
Change hatk been made of Things adviſedly 
eſtabliſhed (no evident Neceflity fo requiring) 
ſundry Inconveniencies have thereupon dard; 
and thoſe many Tunes more and greater than 
the Evils, that were intended to be remedied 
: So, on the other Side, the 
particular Form of Divine Worſhip, and the 
Rites and Ceremonies appointed to be uſed

therein, being Things in their own Nature in- 
different, and alterable, and ſo acknowledged; 
it is but reaſonable, that upon weighty and 
important Conſiderations, according to the va- 
rious Exigency of Times and Occaſions, fuck 
and Alterations ſhould be made there- 
in, as to thoſe that are in Place of Authority 
ſhould from Time to Time ſeem either ne- 
ceflary or tent. A ly we find, 
that in the Reigns of ſeveral Princes of bleſſed 
Memory ſince the Reformation, the Church,

rations in e Particulars, as in their re-

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, 2s: that the main Body and Eſſentials of it 
(as well in the chiefeſt Materials, as in the 
Frame and Order thereof) have ſtill continued 
the fame unto this Day, and do yet ſtand firm 
and -unſhaken; notwithſtanding all the vain At- 
tempts and impetuous Aſſaults made againſt it, 
by ſuch Men as are given to Change, and have 
always diſcovered à greater Regard to their 
own private Fancies and Intereſts, than to 
that Duty they owe to the Publick, 
By what*undve Means, and for what miſ- 
chie vous Purpoſes the Uſe of the Liturgy 
— 2 by the Laws of the Land; and 
thoſe: Laws never yet repealed) came, during: 
the late unhappy Confuſtons, to: be diſcon- 
tinued is too well known to the World, and 
we are not willing here to remember. But 
when, upon his Majeſty's happy Reſtoration, 
it ſeemed probable that amongſt other Things, 
the Uſe of the Liturgy would. alſo return of 
courſe (the ſame having never been legally 
aboliſhed) unleſs ſome timely Means. were 
uſed to prevent it; thoſe Men, who: under 
the late uſurped Powers had made it a great: 
Part of their Buſineſs to render the People diſ- 


Reputation and Intereſt concerned (unleſs they 
would freely acknowledge themſelves to have: 
erred; whicltſuch, Men ara very Kardly brought 
to do) with their utmoſt Endeavours:to hinder. 
the Reſtitution thereof. In order whereunto- 
divers Pamphlets: were publiſhed: againſt the 
Book of Common Prayer, the old Objections 
muſteredi up, with die Addition of ſome new 
ones; more than formerly had been made, to 
make the Number ſwell. In fine, t Im-. 
poxtunities were uſed to his Sacred Majeſty; 
that tie ſaid: Book might be reviſed, and ſucli 
Alterations: therein, and? Additions tiiereunto 
made, as ſhould be thought” requiſite for the 
Eaſe of tender Conſciences: whereunto His. 
Majeſty, out of. his pious Inclination to give 
Satisfaction (ſo far as could be reaſonably ex. 
pected) to all his Subjects of what Perſuaſions. 
ſoe ver, did graciouſly condefcend. 
- In which iew- we have endeavoured to 
obferve:the like Moderation, as we ſind to have 
been uſed in the like Caſe in former Times. 
And therefore uf the ſundry Alterations: 20 
poſed unto us, we have rejected all ſuch as 
were either of dangerous Conſequence (as fe- 
eretly ſtrĩking at ſome eſtabliſhed Doctrine, or 
laudable Practice of the Church of England, or 
indeed of the whole Catholick Church of Chriſt) 


affected thereunto, ſaw themſelves. in point of 


other Words and Phraſes, t 


or elſe of no Conſequence at all, but utterly 
frivolous and vain. But ſuch Alterations as 
were tendered to us (by what Perſons, under 
what Pretences, or to what Purpoſe ſocver 
tendered) as ſeemed to us in any Degree re- 
quiſite or expedient, we have willingly, and 
of our own Accord aſſented unto; not enforced 
ſo to do by any Strength of Argument, con- 
vincing us of the-Neceflity of making the ſaid 
Alterations :: For we are-fully. perſuaded in our 
Judgments(and we here profeſs it to the World) 
that the Book, as it ſtood before eſtabliſhed by 
Law; doth not contain in it any Thing contrary- 
to the Word of God, or. to ſound Doctrine, or 
which a godly Man may not with a good Con- 
ſcience uſe and ſubmit. unto, or: which. is not 
fairly defenſible» againſt any that. ſhall: oppoſe 
the ſame: if it ſhall be allowed ſuch juſt and, 
favourable Conſtruction as in common Equity 


ought: to: he allowed to all human Writings, 


eſpectally. ſuch.as are ſet forth. by, Authority, 
and eyen.to-the: very. beſt Lranſſations of the. 
holy Scripture itſelf.” | 
Our: general Aim therefore in this Under- 
taking-was, not: to. gratify this or: that Party 
in any their unreaſonable Demands; but to do 
that, which to our beſt Underſtandings, we con- 
ce ved might moſt tend to the Prefervation of. 
Peace and Unity in the Church; the- procu- 
ring of Reverence, and exciting of: Piety and 
Devotion in the publick Worſhip of. God; and 
the cutting off Occaſion from them that ſeek 
Occaſton of Cavil, or. Quarrel againſt. the Li- 
turgy of: the Church. And as to the ſeveral; 
Variations from the former Book, whether by. 
Ateration, Addition, or otherwiſe, rt ſhall ſut-- 
ſice to give this general Account, That.moſt of 
the Ateraitons were made, either firſt; for the 
better Direction of them that are to oſſiciate 
in any Part of Divine Service; which is chiefly;

Thankſgivings, fitted to ſpecial Occaſions, 
ſhould be added in their due Places ; particu- 
larly for thoſe at Sea, together with an Office 
for the Baptiſm of ſuch as are of riper Years 
which, although not ſo when the for- 
| mer Book was compiled, yet by the Growth of 
Anabaptiſm, through the Licentiouſneſs of the 
late Limes crept in amongſt us, is now become 
neceſſary, and may be always uſeful for the Bap- 
tizing of Natives in aur Plantations, and others 
converted to the Faith. If any Man, who ſhall 
deſire a more particular Account of the ſeveral 
Alterations in any Part of the Liturgy, ſhall 
take .the Pains to compare the preſent Book

Some are put away, becauſe the great Exceſs 
and Multitude of them hath ſo increafed in 
theſe latter Days, that the Burden of them was 
intolerable; whereof St. Auguſtine in his Time 
complained, that they were grown to ſuch a 
Number, that the Eftate of Chriſtian People was 
in worſe Caſe concerning that Matter, than 
were the Jews. And he counſelled that fuch 
Yoke and Burden ſhould be taken away... as 
Time would ſerve quiet

T And to take away oll occaſion of difſenſion, and ſuperſiition, which any Perſon hath ur 
might have concerning the Bread and Wine, it ſhall ſuffice that the Dread be ſuch as is 
uſual to be eaten; but the beft and pureſi Wheat Bread that conveniently may be golten. 


Aud if any of the Bread and Wine remain uncanſecrated, the Curate ſhall have it to his 


" 640n uſe : but if any remain of that which was conſecrated, it ſhall not be carried cut » 
the Church, but the Prieft aud ſuch other of the Communicants as he ſhall then call unto 
him, /hall, immediately after the Bleſſing, reverenily eat and drink the ſame. 

¶ The Bread and Wine for the Communion ſhall be provided by the Curate and the Church-

HEREAS it is ordained in this Office for the Adminiſtration of the 
Lord's Supper, that the Communicants ' ſhould receive the fame kneeling 


(which order is well meant, for a ſignification of our humble and grateful acknow- 


ledgment of the benefits of Chriſt therein given to all worthy receivers, and for the 
avoiding of ſuch profanation and diſorder in the Holy Communion, at might otherwiſe 
enſue ) Yet, leſt the ſame Kneeling, ſhould by any perſons, either out of ignorance and 
infirmity, or out of malice and obſtinacy, be miſconſtrued and depraved, It is hereby 
declared, That thereby no adoration is intended, or ought to be done, either unto the 
Sacramental Bread or Wine there bodily received, or unto any Corporal Preſence of 
Chriſt's natural Fleſh and Blood. For the Sacramental Bread and Wine remain ſtill 
in their very natural ſubſtances ; and therefore may not be adored; (for that were 
idolatry, to be abhorred of all faithful Curiſtians : and the natural Body and Blood 
of our Saviour Chriſt are in Heaven, and not here ; it being againſt the Truth of 
Chriſt's natural Body, to be at one time in more places than one.

The Miniſtration of PUBLICK BAPTISM of INFANTS, 
To be uſed in the Church. ORs 


The People are to be admoniſhed, that il is moſt convenient that Baptiſm ſhould not bz 
adminiſtered but upon Sundays, and other Holy-days, when the moſt number of People 
come together ; as well for that-the Congregation there preſent may teſtiſy the receiving 
of them that be newly baptized, into the number. of Chriſt's Church ; as alſo becauſe in 
the Baptiſm of Infants, every man preſent may be put in remembrance of his own pro- 

Ffaſſion made to God in bis Baptiſm. For which caufe alſo it is expedient, that Baptiſm 
be miniſtered in the vulgar Tongue. Nevertheleſs, (if neceſſity ſo require) Children may 
be baptized upon any other day. 

And note, That there ſhall be for every Male-child to be baptized, two Godfathers and 
one Godmother ; and for every Female, one Godfather and two Godmothers. 

C When there are Children to be baptized, the Parents ſhall give rnowledge thereof over 
night, or in the morning before the beginning of Morning Prayer, to the Curate. And 
then the Godfathers and Goamathers, and the People with the Children, muſt be ready at 
the Font, either immediately after the laſt Leſſon at Morning Prayer, or elſe i mmediately 
after the laſt Leſſon at Evening Prayer, as the Curate by bis diſcretion ſhall appoint.
